super man, against humanity, and the rights of men and women. 
Money will pour into Wisconsin to defeat the illustrious leader 
of the progressive movement—(Robert M. La Foltette—and to 
defeat others who will represent the cause in the coming battle. 
Today the controlled press, and the reactionary politicians, for 
the express purpose of misleading the people of Wisconsin are 
claiming for themselves that they are "sane" progressives. The 
word "progressive" has been made popular in Wisconsin by the 
deeds of the men who were never the servants of special priv- 
ilege—but who have always been both sane and progressive. 
They are men who have standardized their life and service, in 
and out of office, to American fundamentals. They have stood 
for life, liberty, and a pursuit of happiness. They have fought 
against special privilege, and for the equality of man, and of 
women with men. They have stood for representative govern- 
ment, and through sacrifice and service have made it again pos- 
sible to have it.
